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OBTAINING 
COLOUR ON 
THE VZ300 


Some customers have expressed a 
problem in obtaining colour on the 
VZ300. While it is fairly straight 
forward, the instructions in the 
manual can be misleading for the 
inexperienced, so below we have 
reprinted Technical Bulletin 114, 
which clears up the confusion. 


1. Background colour — this can be 
either green or buff (pink), and is 
changed by entering: 

COLOR, O (for green — default 
colour) 
OR COLOR, 1 (for buff) 


This leaves the foreground colour of 
graphics characters unchanged. Note 
also that only these graphics

2. Foreground colour — this can be 
changed in two ways. 


a) Changing the background colour 
as well: 
enter — COLOR I,J 
where | is the foreground 
colour from 1 to 8 (list of colour 
codes below) and J is the 
background colour as above. 


b) Changing only the foreground 
colour: 
enter — COLOR | 
where I ranges from 1 to 8 as in a). 


Note: In both a) and b), no changes 
to foreground colour will be noticed 
unless followed by a print statement.
